2 INDEPENDENT CLAIMS 1 ANS 1 0 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 
Document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document) a 
ram air channel for the supply of ambient air in an aircraft (p. 1 , 1. 1 1-22), which 
includes 

a first air inlet (figs. 1 , 2) and 

a main flow channel (2) which extends downstream flow of the first air inlet (figs. 
1,2), whereby 

• - the ram air channel has a second air inlet (3) independent from the first air inlet 
(figs.. 1 , 2). 

2.2 Document D2 also discloses a ram air channel comprising all features of claim 1 . 
Therefore, the subject-matter of claim 1 is also not new with respect to this 
document. 

2.3 The same reasoning applies, mutatis mutandis, to the subject-matter of the 
corresponding independent claim 10, which therefore is also considered not new. 

3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2-9 

Dependent claims 2-9 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT).
